Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 9/3/2009 has 
been entered.

6. The following is a statement of the examiners reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's amendments filed 5/8/2009 in view of amendment to claim 38 above 
are persuasive with respect to rejection under 35 U.S.C. 101 . 

Applicant's arguments filed 5/8/2009 with respect to the closest prior art Huang et 
al. (US Pat. No. 6,151 ,582) in view of Melby et al. (US Pat. No. 6,952,680) are 
persuasive with respect to priority over aspects of Melby et al. relied upon in the Office 
Action of 3/16/2009. Melby was relied upon to address amendment and arguments filed 
1 2/5/2008 with regard to rejection over Sekizawa (U.S. 6,430,71 1 ) in view of Peterson 
et al. (U.S. 6,324,522). Therefore, Melby cannot render obvious the aspect of the 
claimed invention not expressly taught by Huang of managing a plurality of notices for 
recommended maintenance and service received from a plurality of manufacturers, and 
a plurality of requests for maintenance and service received from the plurality of service 
providers within an e-commerce supply chain environment, in combination with the 
aspects of coordinating, planning, monitoring, scheduling, transmitting, and tracking, as 
particularly recited in independent claims 38, 44, and 50 of the present invention.
